The Election Bill Is Passed. 
Oklahoma City, March 9.—Both the 
senate and the house discussed elec­ 
tion bills at the night sessions last 
night. The house passed a final roll 
call the bill by Breedlove, Crawford, 
Coughlin and Peters, after a caucus 
by the democrats, when party dif­ 
ferences were wiped out and the bill 
rushed through yesterday afternoon. 
The bill is a long and complicated 
one and incorporates many unusual 
features, among which is one requir­ 
ing the election commissioners to 
post outside the voting places within 
one hour after the vote is tabulated 
a copy of the tally sheet, showing 
the entire vote cast in said voting 
place. 
The bill divides the state into three 
election 
board 
districts 
and 
pro­ 
vides that one member of the state 
election board be elected from each 
district. There is no provision in the 
bill for representations of both po­ 
litical parties on the board, the mem­ 
bers bejng chosen by their respective 
district and will be of the political 
faith in the majority of said district. 
The secretary of this board will be 
chosen from the hoard by the mem­ 
bers thereof and will receive a sal­ 
ary of $2,100 per year and the mem­ 
bers $6 per day and expenses for 
the time actually employed. The term 
of office is placed at four ytars and 
the governor is empowered to ap­ 
point a board to serve until the reg­ 
ular election, 1912. 
The county election board, it is 
provided, is to consist of three mem­ 
bers, one of whom is to be appoint­ 
ed by the state election board and is 
to act as secretary. The other two 
members are to be nam td by the two 
dominant political 
parties 
in 
the 
county. 
The precinct election board is to 
consist of three members to be ap­ 
pointed by the county board, and 
members thereof can be removed by 
th© county board for cause. They 
must not be related in any degree to 
candidates, and must not have any 
bet or interest in the election. 
The bill contains the “grandfather 
clause” and provides that election 
officers or 
challengers 
may 
make 
counter 
affidavits, 
if 
they 
believe 
that any would-be voter is swearing 
incorrectly in regard to the clause.
